MANY DEAD OR INJURED. 


Cars Are Smashed to Matehwood; 
Fieared 25 Were Killed or Hurt 
in One Coach; Several Un- 
der Wreckage. 


Altoona, Pa., May 5, 8 a, m.—(Special.}— | 


The Chicago mail train No. 18, east bound, | 
and the Chicago. and St. Louis express No.

miles from this city, at 11 o'clock tonight.

Several Pinned Under W

The train 
was sent east as far as Elizabeth furnace, 
on the main line, when the locomotive was 
shiffed and the trip over the cutoff started. 

The accident appears to have resulted from 
a misunderstanding of orders dm the part 
of the train crew of the Chicago and St. 
Louis express. 

Fear for Twenty-five in One Coach. 

Informa tion receivéd by the officials of tha 
Pennsylvania railroad here indicates that 
there were twenty-five passengers in the 
coach next to the engine on train No. 21. 
There is little hope that any one escaped 
from thi¢ coach without serious injury. 

At 2 o'clock this morning Supt. Preston 
learned that a number of passengers were 
fastened under the twisted iron and broken 
timbers of the wrecked cars.

CONSPIRACY I§ CHARGED. 


Inquisitors Urge Continuance of Inves- 
tigation Into Trust. 


New York, May 4.—[{Special.]—The federal 
grand jury, which has been investigating 
charges that rebates were secured by the 
American Sugar company from trunk lines 
running out of New York and from other 
railroads, today appeared before United 
States Circuit Judge Holt and handed down 
seven indictments against corporations and 
individuais and a presentment recommending 
the continuance of the investigation. 

The indictments are against the following: 

The New York Central railroad. 

The American Sugar Refining company. 

The New York Central and Hudson River: 
railroad company and Nathan Guilford, vice 
president of the company. 

The American Sugar Refining company. of 
New York, a subsidiary concern of the trust, 
and C. Goodlee Edgar and Edwin’ Barile,: 
wholesale sugar dealers of Detroit; Mich. 

The New York Central and Hudson. River. 
railroad company and Nathan Guilford, vice 
president, and F. L. Pomeroy, general traffic 
manager. 

The American Sugar Refining company and 
the American Sugar Refining Company of 
New York and C. Goodlele Edgar and Edwin 
Earle. 

Nathan Guilford, F. L. Pomeroy, C. Good- 
lee Edgar, and Edwin Warle, charged col- 
lectively with conspiring to yom the inter- 
state commerce law. 


Coincidence in Jury’s ation. 

By a cprious coincidence the action of the 
grand jury timed almost exactly with the 
reading of President Roosevelt's message to 
congress, submitting the Gerfield report, in 
which he said on the subject of the grand 
jury's sugar rebate investigation: 

„The attorney general reports to me that 
‘Le investigation now going on ae to the 
shipments by the sugar trust over the trunk 
lines running out of New York City tende to 
show that the sugar trust rarely if ever pays 
the lawful rate for transportation, and is 
thus improperly, and probably unlawfully, 
fevored at the expense of ita competitors

It is not probable that the men named in 
the grand jury's investigation will be arrest- 
ed on a warrant, but all will be notified by 
the federal authorities that am indictment 
has been found and be requested voluntarily 
to appear and give bail for an appearance 
at the next term of the federal court in June.

and answer to the indictment,

The charges which culminated in these in- 
dictments were filed with Attorney General 
Moody at Washington in February. Charges 
of rebating were made against several dif- 
ferential lines, as well as all the trunk lines, 
which divided up the entire through west- 
bound traffic of the sugar trust on a pooling 
arrangement which had existed since 1900. 
By this the New York Central got nearly 25 
per cent of the traffic, the Pennsylvania 
came next with 20 per cent, and go on down, 

The trust got the rebates in return for a 
monopoly of its freight. The differential 
’ lines, it was alleged, gave their rebates during 
a period in 1908, when the trunk lines refused 
to be held up by the trust. It took the trunk 
‘linés six months of seeing their cars go west 
empty and slow, and roundabout differential 
Ithés loaded down with lucrative sugar ship- 
ments to induce them to give in and accede 
to the trust's terms.

W Ind., May 4.—[ Special, The 
charge in the report of Commissioner of Cor- 
porations Garfiel@ that the Standard On 
company had a secret rate for shipment ot 
oll from its refinery at Whiting to Evdns- 
ville and that it paid about $10,000 a year

Commissioner Garfield began his report 
with a statement of the scope of the inquiry. 
and the methods he used in securing his 
information. He personally visited all the 
great oll fields and through his agents inter- 
viewed practically, all the ners and trans- 
portation agencies engaged in the distribu- 
tion of ofl, He cites the lowing as indi- 
eating the scope of his investigation:

5. The competitive methods used in the produc- 
tion and sale of oll.

Extent of the Monopoly. 

Mr. Garfield’s present report to the presi- 
dent deals only with the question of the 
transportation of oil. 
system of secret rebates and open discrim- 
inations the Standard Oil company has been 
able to make exorbitant profits. 


He shows that the manufacture of refined | 


oll, commonly known as kerosene, is about 
26,000,000 barrels annually, of which the 
Standard Oil company controls, directly and 
indirectly, about 28,000,000, 

After deducting the freight rate the price 
of such oil is usually from 2 to S cents a 
gallon higher where the Standard Oil com- 
pany has no competition. A reasonable 
profit upon refined oil is about % cent a gal- 
lon. It is clear, says Mr. Garfield, that the 
Standard. Oil company obtains exorbitant 
profits in oompetittve fields. 


Goes Into Details. 

Mr. Garfield then goes into the subject of 
railroad rebates. On this point he is explicit. 

During 1904 the Standard saved about three- 
quarters of a million dollars through the 
secret rates discovered by the bureau; and, 
of course, there may be other secret rates 
which the bureau has not discovered. This 
amount represents the difference between 
the open rates and the mates actually paid. 
Many these discriminations were clearly 
in violation of the interstate commerce law, 
and others, whether technically illegal or not, 
had thé same effect upon competitors. On 
some state business secret rates were ap- 
plied by means of rebates. 

These discriminations have been 80 long 
continued, so secret, so ingeniously applied 
to new tonditions of- trade and so large in 


"amount as to make it certain that they were 


due to cohcerted action by the Standard and 
the railroads. : 

The Standard Oil company is receiving un- 
just discriminations in open rates. 

The published rates from the leading 
Standard shipping points are relatively much 
lower than rates from the shipping points of 
its competitors. The advantage to the 
Standard over its competitors from such open 
discriminations is enormous, probably as im- 
portant as that obtained through the secret 
rates. 

If an unfair discrimination be obtained by 
one shipper through a device which in itself 
is seemingly not prohibited by law, that 
fact shows that the law is defective and 
should. be strengthened; it does not show 
that the discrimination is proper or just. 


Who Gives the Rebates? 

The following are a few of the most im- 
rortant discriminations and the methods by 
nich they were obtained: 

1. For about ten years the New England 
territory has been in eontrol of the Standard 
Cii oompany by reason of the refusal of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford road 
end of the Boston and Maine road, on all but 
a few divisions, to prorate—i. e., to join in 
through rates—on oll shipped from west of 
the Hudson river, and by means of the ad- 
zustment of published rates. 

The Standard is entitled to the advantage 
of its water shipping points in reaching New 
Ergland, but that advantage was greatly 
ard unfairly increased when the railroads, 
by refusing to prorate, virtually kept inde 
pendent refiners from using allrall routes. 
The refüdbal to prorate increased the rail 
rates from the west from 8 to 10 cents a hun- 
dred’ pounds. These railroads do prorate on 
sli other commodities; their refusal to do so 
in the case of oil amounted to imposing a 
substantial tax on all consumers in the re- 
gion they cover, and is also a heavy dis- 
crimination against the smaller refiners, 

2. The Standard Oil company has been able 
tc: control absolutely for many years the 
sale of oll in the northeastern part of New 
York and in a portion of Vermont by means 
nf secret rates from its refineries at Olean 
and Rochester. 


Pennsylvania Railroad Guilty. 

The Pennsylvania railroad has given the 
Standard a rate of 9 cents a barrel from 
Clean, N. T., to Rochester, while the inde- 
pendent refineries situated in t ory ad- 
jacent to Olean were given a rate of 38 cents 
a barrel. By means of this 9 cent rate, in 
combination with a rate from Rochester, N. 
I., 4a virtually secret and low rate from 
Norwood, N. T., to Burlington, and secret 
lacal rates therefrom, the Standard has been 
able to supply central and northern Vermont 
vith oll at a rate from 15 to 21 cents a hun- 
¢ied pounds, whereas no independent refiner 
eculd reach that territory from western 
Pennsylvania save by a rate varying from 
33 to 80 cents a hundred pounds. 

The saving to the Standard during 1904 
by. the secret rate from Olean to Rochester 
lone was $115,000. This and other less im- 
portant rates from Olean were unknown to 
the independent refiners and were not pub- 
shed on the ground that they were wholly 
state rates; yet in fact they were used for 
cil consigned to nts beyond the state 
boundary of New York. Furthermore, all 
the shipments from Olean.on these secret 
rites were blind billed—that is: the rates 
were not shown on the way bills. 


Rebates in the South. 

The Standard Oil company has maintained 
‘absolute control of almost the whole section 
of the country south of the Ohio river and 
east of the Mississippi by means of secret 
rates and open discrimination in rates from 
Whiting, Ind. 

For example, the published tariff rate from 
Whiting, Ind., the great western refinery of 
the Standard, to Brimingham, Ala., was 44 
cents a hundred pounds. For.at least ten 

ears the Standard, by means of a secret 
combination of rates by way of Grand Junc- 
tion, Tenn., over the lines of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois, the INinois Central, and the 
Southern railway, has shi oll to Birming- 
ham for 20% cents, The Toledo competitor, 
no farther distant, had to pay 47% cents.

were’ intended to be secret, were given for 
the sole benefit of the Standard, and were 
handled as secret rates with the knowledge oi 
Standard officials. 


Secret Rates in Illinois. 


4. The Standard Oil company hae for at 
least ten years shipped oil from Whiting 
to Bast St. Louis, III., at 4 rate of 6 or 6% 
cents on three of the five railroads running 
between those places, while the only pub- 
lished rate on all roads has been 18 cents 
during all that period. The saving to the 
Standard amounted to about $240,000 in 
1904. 

For many years Hast St. Louls has Been 
the gateway for oll shipments by the Stand- 
ard into the southwest. The rates from the 
independent refining pointe of Ohio to East 
St. Louis have been about 12 cents higher 
than the rate from Whiting, whereas on 
other commodities of similar grade these 
points pay only about 5 cents more than 
Whiting. 

Whiting is 3 in Indiana, about two 
miles from the Illinois line. East St. Louis 
is in Wlinols, just across the river from St. 
Louis. The secret low rates were given by 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, Chica- 
go and Alton, and Chicago and Eastern Iili- 
nois railroads. They were not published 
on the ground that they were state rates. In 
dealing with these rates one of the roads— 
the Chicago and Alton—falsely waybilled 
the freight at 18 cente and collected from 
the Standard at 6 cents. The Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois blind-billed at the 6 cent 
rate, but it was none the lees secret. 


Unfair Rates in Kansas. 

5. In the Kansas territory field there are 
some unfair open rates. The more impor- 
tant discrimination has been in the arbitrary 
weights fixed by the railroads on crude 
ofl] and fuel ofl. This discrimination pre- 
vents the Kansas producer from selling his 

crude oil, especially low gravity, advanta- 
geously in competition with the fuel oil pro- 
duced by the Standard ¥ the small refiners. 

Crude oil is charged on the basis of 7.4 
pounds a gallon; its actual weight is about 
7.2 pounds. Fuel oll produced by the re- 
fineries fe charged at 6.4 pounds; it ac- 
tually weighs about 7.6 pounds. A barrel 
of crude oll shipped from Kansas to St. Louls 
is charged nearly 10 cents more than a bar - 
rel of fuel oll; this difference in _ freight 
charges is equal to more than one-third of 
the price of low grade Kansas crude. 

This discrimination has existed for about 
four years. It does not exist in any other 
field. The legislation of Kansas in 1906 put 
an end to it only so far as shipments within 
the state are concerned. 


Rebates in California. 

6. In California direct rebates as well as 
discriminations by the use of secret rates 
have been given in ofl. These rebates and 
discriminations benefited the Standard to 
the extent of about $100,000 in 1904. The As- 
sociated Oil company, the Union Oil company, 
and some consumers of oil also received re- 
bates and secret rates, but the Standard ap- 
parently received as much as all other inter- 
ests combined. These favors were almost 
invariably denied the ordinary shipper. On 
shipments to Arizona rebates on state rates 
were received by the Standard in connection 
with interstate shipments;. ually was 
a rebate on interstate business. Owing to 
the fact that fuel oil is extensively sold under 
contract on-the Pacific coast, rate discrimina- 
tions obtained by a few favored shippers have 
enabled them to monopolize markets for long 

ods, 
2 59 injury has been inflicted by railroads 
upon independent shippers through discrim- 
inations in the distribution of tank cars. 

7. Open published rates from Whiting into 
a large part of the United States have given 
the dard Oil company an unfair ad- 
vantage of from 1 to 12 cents a hundred 
pounds. This discrimination seriously limits 
independent refiners in some markets and 
shuts them out completely from other mar- 
kets. It is accomplished by the use of com- 
modity rates—that is, rates which apply only 
to petroleum and its producte—and by re- 
tusal to prorate. 

Most of the secret rates and some of the 


open discriminations - 
bureau were abolished by the 

shortly after such discovery. The more 
important changes thus far noted are as 
follows: 

1. The secret rate of 9 cents a barrel from 
Olean to Rochester and 10 cents a barrel from 
Olean to Buffalo has been changed to an open. 
rate of 29 cents a barrel to Rochester and 27 
cents a barrel to Buffalo on shipments of all 
refined oll products, and the practice of blind- 


billing of oll has been’ discontinued by the 


Pennsylvania railroad. 

2. The low tank car rates made by the. 
Rutland railroad from Norwood to Burling- 
ton, Rutland, and Bellows Falls, Vt., have 
been made applicable on ofl in barrels, 

3. The tancellation of the secret rate from 
Whiting to Grand Junction will reduce by 
about three-fourths the Standard’s advan- 
tage over competing refiners at Toledo, 
Cleveland, and vicinity on shipments into 
a large part of the south. Instead of 14 or 
15 cents the differential against them is now 
8 or 4 cents a hundred pounds, while the dis- 
advantage of competing refiners of western. 
3 has deen correspondingly re- 


Where Toledo Will Gain. 


4. The cancellation of the secret rate from 
Whiting to Evansville will reduce the 
Standard’s advantage over competing re- 
finers at Toledo on shipments into many 
other parts of the south from about 6% cents 
to 3% cents a hundred pounds. The advan- 
tage which the Standard has enjoyed over 
competitors in Cleveland, Pittsburg, and 
other independent refining points has been 
correspondingly reduced. 

5. The cancellation of the secret rates from 
Whiting to East, St. Louls and the substitu- 
tion of the rate of 10 cents will reduce the 
Standard’s advantage from 11 cents to 7 cents 
a hundred pounds, with a corresponding re- 
duction of its advantage over more easterly 
refining points. 

6. The railroads have advanced their pub- 
lished rates from Whiting into northern In- 
diana and Michigan by about 2 or 8 cents a

The changes above described, with others 
of less importance, mean much more than 
the increase of freight charges to the Stand- 
ard. They show in striking fashion the 
good which has already resulted from this 
investigation. They put independents upon 

a fairer footing and make competition pos- 
sible in territories heretofore inaccessible. 


‘Discrimination Still Exists. 


Nevertheless, the widespread discrimina- 
tion in open rates still in force leave the 
independents at serious disadvantage.

DEMOCRATS. MEET TO DECIDE ON 
POLICY IN PARLIAMENT. 


Two Hundred Members-Elect of the 
National Assembly Gather in St. 
Petersburg—Among the Number 
Are Sixty Peasants, Wearing Long 
Biue Blouses and Having the Smell 
ef the Soil About Them--Program 
Will Be Formulated. 


ST. PETERSBURG. May 4.—Enthusiasm 
and resolution marked the opening today of 
the convention of the constitutional demo- 


rats called to discuss the party's program 


and polcy in parliament: Besides 200 mem 
bers-elect of parliament belonging to the 
party there were present as spectators sixty 
peasant members, mostly simple peasants 
with weather beaten faces, wearing long. 


“plue blouses and having the smell of earth

It was evident at the outset from the tem- 
per of the speeches of th» leaders that, while 
resolutely determined to secure the fruits of 
their victory at the polls and force the gov- 
ernment eventually to yield a constitution 
along the lines which they demand, they win 
try to avoid an open conflict with the gov- 
ernment as long as possible. Neertheless 
there exists a minority which favors precipi- 
tation and courts an open rupture, the sooner 
the better. 


Urged Not to Play at Politics. 

Prince Paul Dolgoroukoff, a descendant of 
the Ruriks, who is being held in reserve for 
the position of first liberal premier in case of 
a complete victory of the party, was chosen 
president amid rousing cheers, In a brief 
speech the prince urged the necessity for not 
playing politics, but for serious work 

Prof. Paul M. Milukoff, editor of the organ 
of the constitutional democrats, outlined the 
tactics of the party in a general way. The 
first necessity of the situation, he said, was 
that the members bury their individual dif- 
ferences and present a solid front. The 
country, ui the peasants, was ex- 
pecting results. would be a fatal error, 
therefore, to p conflict upon the gov- 
ernment over a question the people could not 
understand. 

There were two questions upon which the 
party could not fiinch—an immediate general 
amnesty for political offenses and the abo- 
lition of the death penalty. There should 
also be a general parliamentary inquiry into 
the administration for the purpose of com- 
pelling the prosecution of officials who have 
been guilty of malfeasance in office and 
abuse of power. He considered the downfall 
of the Witte-Durnovo cabinet proof that the 
court camarilia wanted to avoid a fight. 

In condlusion Prof. Milukofft said the first 
parliament would simply be a rehearsal for 
the real parliament which was bound to fol- 
low, and the work done behind the scenes 
would be more important than that done 
upon the stage. 


Lays Down Campaign Program.

any further finantial Help should be looked 
for only in strictly business prificiples. 

“In other worde, since the insurance in- 
demnity wal replace largely the destroyed 
buildings, as well as stocks of merchandise, 
and our banks are able to meet general com- 
mercial requirements, individuals or institu- 
tions who may come to find it necessary or 
expedient to apply to outside sources for 
loans, should do 80 as occasion may arise, 
on the usual basis or good security. 

We cangot rebuild in a day. We shall 
shortly havé more money than can be imme- 
diately used; so it seems premature to assume 
that our resources will prove inadequate, and 
especially that the occasion demands the in- 
troduction of untried methods of finance 
which would be found to be illegal or other- 
wise impracticable.’’ 


‘May Stop Railroad Rates. 


There has been no perceptible dimifution 
in the number of persons applying for free 


transportation to points outside of the city | 


and state, and, despite measures taken to 
prevent unworthy persons from profiting by 
the generosity of the railroads, it is believed 
that this privilege has been abused. 

A passenger agent of one of the larg@roads 
said today that, in consequence, it is likely 
that the giving of free transportation to 
women and children and of half rates to cer- 
tain class of men may be stopped at any 
time, The tickets thus far issued require 
that the holders must start for their destina- 


tlom before tomorrow night. 


Greely Alarmed at Situation. 

Washington, D. ©, May 4.—The question 
of caring for the destitute in San Francisco 
is causing the officials there great anxiety 
as shown by the following telegram from 
Gen. Greely, dated yesterday and received 
at the war department overnight: 

“The number,of destitute being fed is 
enormous, aggregating by today, as just re- 
ported, 191,637 in San Francisco. Apparently 
conservative estimates placed the destitute 
refugees at 40,000 in Oakland and Berkeley. 
How these terrible conditions are to be met 
is a subject of most e&rnest consideration 
between Devine, the finance committee, and 
myself. While the exertions of the army 
to reduce aid to the smallest possible limit 
has effected important changes, yet any solu- 
tion of the situation without enormous suf- 
appears impossible. While I am 
daily 2 hoping for great decreases in the num- 
ber of destitute, I am not confident. The 
far reaching extent of this disaster cannot 
be appreciated without personal observa- 
tion.“

Burden of Proof on Railroad. 

Under the law if the commission finds that 
a partioular rate is unreasonable, unfair, or 

„ unremunerattve it goes a step further 
and fixes what it believes to be a fair rate. 
This rate will go into effect unless in the 
men ene the railroads succeed in con- 
vin a Ciroult court in the district where 
the ra d has its principal office that the 

nas made a mistake, in which 
case the court first will suspend and thep 
possibly reverse the action of the interstate 
commerce commission. 

In all such cases the burden of proof, of 
course, is upon the railroad, and it is fair to 
assume, as President Roosevelt told many 
of his callers today, that the courts will not 
go out of their way to upset the action of the 
commission. On the contrary, the president 
believes that the courts generally. will hold 
that the fixing of a rate by authority of an 
act of congress is an administrative func- 
tion and that the courts will be slow to inter- 
fere with it except in cases where it is man!- 
festly confiscatory. In such cases neither 
the president nor anyone else would desire 
the rate to stand, because all reasonable 
persons know that if the railroads are com- 
pelled to aul freight at less than cost they 
soon will go into bankruptcy. 


Method of Procedure. 

In the compromise finally agreed upon by 
the republican sen&tors, there is, unfortu- 
nately, practically no actual protection for 
the consumer and none for the shipper in 
cases where the action of the commission is 
suspended pending appeal. The proposition 
of Senator Spooner which has been discussed 
favorably at the White house for a week, pro- 
viding a railroad should pay into court cash 
deposits equivalent to the difference bet ween 
the old rate and the new rate, pending judicigl 
determination, apparently has been lost sight 
of. The same thing is true regarding the pro- 
posal of Senator Knox to require a railroad to 
file bonds to make good the difference.

Thereupon the commission in the light of 
evidence it has gathered fixes a rate which 
it believes to be fairly remunerative to the

tive, and therefore just to the shipper. Then 
the railroad appeals to the Circuit court. It 
alleges the rate fixed by the commission is 
less than the actual cost of transportation or 
it produces so small a margin of profit tha 
the railroad cannot continue in in business on 
that basis. 

Shipper and Railroad Factors. 

_ Thereupon the court takes the matter under 

consideration. It has be* re it only two per- 
sons, the rallroad and the shipper who made 
the original complaint, being represented 
in that case by the interstate commerce 
commission. The court has no means of 
~bnowing how many other prospective ship- 
pers are interested. To protect the railroad 
it suspends the rate fixed by the commission. 
To protect the individual shipper in that 
particular case it requires the railroad to 
give a bond providing it will pay that ship- 
per the difference in rate if the action of the 
commisison finally is sustained. 

From a purely legal siandpojnt the rights

mits that injusti¢e will probably occur, but 
claims that greater injustice to the people 
would result from allowing the courts to de- 
lay or review the action of the commission. 

After the railroad rate bill is out of the 
way and the appropriation bills have been 
disposed of congressmen will be eager to 
get away from ‘Washington. There is not 


much prospect of immediate action on the 


recommendations of the president touching 
the oll trust unless it be the one relating to 
alcohol. The house has passed a bill which 
is in accord with the president’s ideas. Un- 
happily it is in the hands of Senator Ald- 
rich, who does not look on it favorably. 
Although exhaustive testimony was taken 
by a house committee and the desirability 
of the passage of the measure established, 
Senator Aldrich says his committee must 
hold pearing. He 1 for interminable de- 
lay.

It has 
been able to extort favors from the national 
legislature as well as from the railroads. It 
is time that this great trust should be sub- 
jected to a searching examination. 


THE “GENERAL STRIKE.” : 

The “general strike” is the newest 
weapon in the arsenal of the men who are 
impatient to bring about the social revo- 
lution. The reasons why its advoéates 
have faith in Its efficacy have been stated 
by M. Jaurés, who is perhaps the ablest 
of the French socialists. He belongs to 
the less radical wing of the organization; 
and thinks the social revolution is more 
likely to come through a process of grad- 
val evolution than through violence. He 
has no great sympathy with the--thebries 
of the men who wish to overthrow the ex- 
isting social order in a few weeks, but he 


and states them as follows: 


They think that a general strike of the most im- 
portant trades would be enough to: bring on the 
social revolution; that is, the fall of the whole 
capitalistic system, and the establishment of dem- 
ocratic and proletarian communism. The economic 
life of the country would be suspended, the rall- 
roads would be deserted, the coal necessary for in- 
dustry would remain buried underground; steamers 
could not even get into the docks, where no work- 
men would unload the merchandise. Everywhere 
there would be a stoppage in circulation and in pro- 
duction. Naturally great discomfort would result. 

The workers, in stopping exchange and produc- 


tion, would de starving themselves and would 


therefore be forced to adopt violent methods in 
‘order to live. They would selze food and other 


| provisions wherever they could lay hands on them. 


The privileged classes, threatened alike in their 
persons and their possessions, would be shocked and 
frightened by the inevitable anger of the proleta- 
riat, whose time honored suffering would be in- 
tensified by the crisis of misery and hunger. Hence 
would come inevitable conflicts between the work- 
ing class and the panic stricken guardians of the 
capitalist system. 

At the énd of a few days, then, the general strike 
would become purely revolutionary in character, 
As the. capitalist power would be scattered by the 
necessity of keeping watch over euch a varied and 
widespread movement, as the army of repression 
would-be scattered and submerged in the flood, the 
proletariat would be able to overcome the obstacle 
against which it had heretofore beat itself in vain, 
and, master of the social system at last, would in- 
stall labor as sovereign.

99 per cent of the ‘voters, were in 
earnest about the “ abolishment of party 
machines” they would not go on their 
knees to the legislature to pass a law to 
enable them to do it: They are not, 
slaves. ‘Their hands are not tied. They 
can smash a machine any time a, number 
of them are inclined to do it. They have 
demonstrated their ability on numerous 
occasions when there was a worse pri- 
3 law than there is now. It is absurd 

to speak of the voters as helpless crea- 
tures Who cannot govern the parties to 
which they belong until the legislature 
shall have emancipated them, They can 
emancipate themselves whenever they 
please, but they do not take. . interest 
enough in the matter to do It. 

It is possible to enact a better primary 
law than the present ohe, and it should be 
done, but the plain people” are not 
losing any sleep while the legislat is 
muddling along. There is no reuson why 
they should. Even if a law based on 
“scientific democracy, political economy,” 
eté., were to be ‘enacted, party machines 
wonld survive the shock, and the practical 
politician would not be deposed by the 
philosopher and the sociologist.

times either the purest, wisest, or best. 

One of the worst 888 ot this municipal 
poverty has been not only the temporary 
character of much of the public work done; 
but the means that have been (unfortunately) 
e eel lagi hae eee of gael 
raisé revenue sufficient to e 0 wor 
that it has done. 

Every source of revenue available under 
the law, or under cover of law, has been 
exhausted to the limit. 

times past (at least, it has been 80 
and believed) ‘wagon loads of dis- 
reputables have been arrested and hauled 
into court more as a means of revenue than 
as a punishment for evil courses. 
Licenses have been issued to improper per- 


reve 
becoming a partner in this illegitimate busi- 
ness. 

Public corporations, national, state, or 
municipal, that had investments here have 
been exploited to an extent that was not only 
re but unwise as a simple business prop- 
osition. 

Chicago could not have been bullt and could 
not now be maintained on its present scale 
without the aid of capital from the outside. 
If the foreign capital now invested in Chi- 
cago should be withdrawn the effect would 
be disastrous, Growth would be paralyzed, 
real estate values would decline, and the 
power of the city to raise revenue by tam 
tion would decline to the same extent. 

The municipal credit of Chicago used to be 
hardly second to that of any city in the 
United States. There is abundant evidence 
that this is not true today, neither its finan- 
cia] credit nor ite good name. It is a well 
known fact that many, even of our own citi- 
sens, some of whom have made their for- 
tunes through their faith and belief in Chi- 
cago, are now declining to purchase or to 
hold local securities that are in any way 
pubject to municipal attack. 

Good credit is as valuable an asset for a 
city as it is for a corporation or an individuak 
When once impaired it is not easily restored, 
What Chicago seems most to need is a busi- 
ness administration of its affairs, one in 
which the needs and good name of the city 
should be given precedence over political 
considérations of any sort. 

It the convention now at work framing the 
new charter shall do its work wisely and 
well, and if.the people will do their part as 
well at the municipal election next spring, 
then Chicago may hope to retrieve the errors 
and misfortunes of the past and in time to 
reap the benefits that its location and sur- 
roundinige no manifestly entitle it to.

WALT WHITMAN IN CAMDEN,” by Hor- 
ace Traudel, is an intimate—but not too in- 
timate—recoréd of a few months of the good 
gray poet's in his cottage home, when 
days and pence were few and friends were 
many.

It is gratifying to the literary patriotism, 
if such an expression may be used, of any 
American to note the genume sympathy 
which an Englishman so discriminating and 
aig in his tastes has of our boisterous sing- 

r, Whitman. He does not shirk from the 
bees, of any of the accusatlons 
brought against Whitman by the timid in 


imagination, or those who like delicate pri- 


vacies of thought. He faces these accusa- 
tions, and meets them with his own loyal 
interpretation of Whitman’s mearing. 1: 
seems fitting—and friendly to Whitman 
frankly to meet one of these quéstions, and 
to quote from Mr. Binns in regard to it. 
The matter referred to is the mature atti- 


tude of Whitman toward women. The liter- 


ary attitude of America toward women has 
been that of the devotional suitor before the 
maiden. Supposititieusly, in the American 


mind, women are maidens, or wives as ten- 


der as maidens. It is a form of adolescent 
chivalry which the women have come to love, 
and both men and women were offended by 
Whitman's outspoken recognition of the part 
that women played in the struggle of Nfe— 
in the sin ap well as the salvation; in the 
never satisfied yearning of mankind as well 
as in the content. 


Mr. Binne writes: Whitman has been 
roundly abused by Mr. Swinburne and others 
because, as thay say, he lacks the romantic 
attitude toward woman. Mr. Meredith has 
shown in his own Inimitable way the flends 
that mask themselves too often under the 
romantic mien; and one is not always sure 
whether Whitman's honesty is not in itself 
a little distasteful to some of his critics. 
It is true that he has addressed woman as 
the mother or the equal mate of man rather 


than as the maid unwed, as though his | 


thought of sex transcended the limits usual- 


ly. aesigned to it. I am persuaded that the 
explanation of this is to be found in the fact 
that Whitman’s mystic consciousness had 
| broken many of the ‘barriers which have 


constricted the passion of sex too narrowly 
during past centtiries, He heard all the 


deeps of life calling to one another, and 


responding with passionate avowals of life's 
unity. The soul of the lover—as all the 
poets have been telling us since Dante's 
day~—discovers ite true self in the beloved 
person; but the soul of Whitman discov- 
ered itself, and as passionately, in the be- 
loved world, The expression is so novel that 
it sounds well nigh absurd to ears that do 
not hear. But for those who can hear Whit- 
man’s voice is surcharged with the lovers’ 
passion; not less intense, but larger in its 
sanity than the voices of other poets. His 
love, when he wrote, was that of a man of 
middle life, in whom the yearning tender- 
ness of fatherhood mingled with the other 
currents of passion. His vision beheld the 
Divine Child, without whom lite itself is 
incomplete.“ 
Lovers of Whitman, who have suffered 
8 the shallow abuse heaped upon him 
by persons of much less perception and re- 
ligion than the poet himself, will be thankful 
that so valorous and able a defender as Mr. 
Binns has constituted himself his biogra- 
pher.

There is really no doubt about the matter. 
It is a certainty that the fact of expur- 
gation had about it a kindof pruriency which 
no line of Whitman's ever had. If a man 
means honestly, sees deeply, feels religiously, 
loves his country, and indeed all men, is com- 
passionate for the sinner, realizes that the 
world is made up of sinners, and still tries 
to brother them, he cannot be far wrong. 

What has been most offensive in him is his 
‘“‘eelebration of himselt —his ‘“ romantic 
individualism, ' as one critic terms it. He 
was, indeed, surprised at himself. He loved 
his fancy and bade it farewell with infinite 
regret—it had so diverted him! The har- 
mony and marvel of his body amazed him 
and he could not be thankful enough for it 
for having such a mechanism at the disposal 
of his spirit. Have I said it was offensive? 
How I could say that? Can such recognition 
of a marvel and such gratitude for it compare 
in offensiveness with the infpious stupidity 
ofaman who accepts his body with no delight 
in it, no thankfulness for it, no study of it, 
and who mentions it only when it falls out 
of repair owing to his maltreatment of it? 

But, after all, why go looking for the faults 
of Whitman? So many have done that! The 
chase has been followed too long and the 
scent is stale. Let all that pass. He was— 
nay, is—a great American, and his utterances 
were as the essence of the boldest and most 
virile of the breed: He ts dead, as to the 
body, and for long he heard death coming, 
and was divinely inquisitive as to what it 
might all mean. Here is his death poem—fit 
to be compared with the greatest written 
upon that subject, which is, though so dread, 
yet ircontestably dear: 

Whispers of heavenly death murmur’d I hear, 

Labial gossip of night, sibilant chorala, 

Footsteps gently ascending, mystical breezes waft- 
ed soft and low, | 

Ripples of unseen rivers, tides of a current flow- 
ing, forever flowing 

(Or te it the plashing of tears the measureless 
waters of human tears 7). 


I see, just see skyward, great cloud masses, 

Mournfully, slowly they roll, eflently swelling and 
mixing, 

With at times a half dimm’d, sadden’d, far-off star 

Appearing and disappearing.
